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into the language, by adding Senator Coordsen's amendment, we do
have some rehabilitation money to help people to g'et into
programs, and that's what we really need, because what concerns
me when we yank unemployment compensation away is that the
families are the ones that are hurt. There c a n be somebody
who's worked in a bus i n ess fo r year s a nd y ears and have an
alcoholic habit along for all those years, and it takes a long
time, sometimes, for an alcoholic to come to the point where
i t ' s really impairing his or h er w o rk . And so t he
rehabilitation programs and the proviso that they go into the
program is very important. So I will support Senator Coordsen,
and then I can support the whole amendment as Senator Hefner put
i t i n . Tha n k you.

SPEAKER BARRETT: T hank y ou . Senat o r Elmer, followed by

SENATOR ELNER: Thank you, Nr . Sp eaker, members. Having been in
the business for 30 years, I know that almost every business in
the state, when you have a number of employees, they impact on
the public. Their behavior on t h e i r j ob, and i f t he y ' r e
influenced with alcohol or drugs directly affects the job and
your business, and they should be rehabilitated. I' ve had a
little problem with some of these bills that come in and do
nothing but bang you over the head and hit you with a ball bat
and throw you in the jail and throw away the key without some
mitigation. The amendment by Senator Coordsen, I think, is
something that will go a long ways toward helping mitigate the
fact that we have people that abuse, we do need to help them.
They should n o t be working, they should be going through a
program. I believe that this is one step that we could make to
help that, and I heartily support the amendment to the Hefner
amendment. T h ank you.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Senator Ha l l .

SENATOR HALL: Question.
